This is apparently what happens 
When new strains of flu spread 
worldwide from China, where 
farmers raise Pigs and ducks to- 
gether. An avian flu virus from 
ducks infects Pigs, and inside the 
Pig cells the flu virus xwWaps tenes 
with mammalian viruses. 

The result is constant reurrange 
ment of the flu virus’ genes, Creal 
ing new strains of influenza that 
eventually infevt the farmers, New 
vaccines to combat the new strains, 
then have to he designed and distrib 
uted.

PARIS — The planet Mars, a 10- 
month journey away for a new U.S.

The African country, Mali, 
has both 


short camel ride from Tim- 
buktu, Amidi Ag Sange — 
wrapped in vivid indigo robes that 
leave only his eyes uncovered — is 
explaining why he is hopeful. 
Sweeping his arm toward the vast 
Sahara, he says, ‘*We were in exile. 
Now we are home.’’ A bloody five- 
year civil war between Tuareg sepa- 
ratists ard government forces sent 
Sange and more than 100,000 no- 
madic Tuaregs fleeing their ances- 
tral desert lands in northern Mali. 
Last March, the government and 
rebels declared a truce, and Tuaregs 
agam trade in Timbuktu's sunscor- 
ched market. **Our country,” 
Sange says, ‘“will have a good fu- 
ture.” 

He is not the only one who thinks 
so. Mali has become everyhody's 
favorite African success story. In 
four years, President Alpha Oumar 
Konare has transformed the impOv- 
erished, landlocked country, two 
thirds of which is covered by desert, 
from a one-party dictatorship into a 
stable democracy. He has brought 
peace and a measureè of autonomy 
to the north and has freed the econ- 
omy from government control, en- 
couraging an influx of Western and 
South African mining companies 
looking for gold. Officials at the 
International Monetary Fund and 
the World Bank give Konare's yov- 
ernment high marks for stemming 
inflation, reducing a bloated civil 
service and boosting growth. No 
wonder U.S. Secretary of State 
Warren Christopher made Mali the 
initial stop on his recent — and first 
ever — African tour. 

The last time Mali was a beacon 
for the world was 600 years ago. 
Timbuktu's university was a center 
of learning, and the Malian empire 
mined so much gold that, on a 
famed trip to Egypt, ruler Mansa 
Moussa caused the Cairo gold mar- 
ket to crash. But since the 15th 
century, Mali’s fortunes have 
waned, dominated successively by 
Arabs, other Africans and the 
French. For most of the years since 
independence in 1960, it was a cor- 
rupt one-party state. A popular up- 
rising and a subsequent military 
çoup toppled the regime in 1991.
